of relationships, for through it the 

various departments of the separate 
sciences are related into a logical pattern of un- 
derstanding. Mathematics has been defined as the 
science that draws necessary conclusions. We can 
obtain concrete and statistical knowledge of the 
world through the computations of mathematics, 
based on the necessary conclusion that one plus 
one always equals two. 

Now the Truth as Jesus taught it is also the 
science of relationships. It relates all the elements 
of life into a logical pattern of understanding. It, 
too, draws necessary conclusions. And we can 
obtain real knowledge of the inner world, the 
spiritual realm, through basing our thinking on 
the necessary conclusion that one plus one equals 
one.

F I take the wings of the morning, 
And dwell in the uttermost parts of the 
sea; 
Even there shall thy hand lead me, 
And thy right hand shall hold me.” 

I took the wings of the morning one day, and 
flew over the “uttermost parts of the sea.” Do 
you know where the “uttermost parts of the sea” 
are? One would think they would be down in the 
immensity of the South Pacific, but I was told 
that the spot farthest from land of any kind is ex- 
actly half way between the California coast and 
the Hawaiian Islands. It was explained that else- 
where there are numerous tiny atolls or islands 
that break up the ocean expanse, while between 
Los Angeles or San Francisco and Honolulu there 
is absolutely nothing except water. On this un- 
interrupted stretch of the Pacific Ocean, then, is 
the point most distant from any land. 

So, I winged my way over the “uttermost parts 
of the sea’”” and experienced for myself that God's 
hand did lead me, and His right hand held me 
even there—oh, especially there! Whose hand but 
God’s could have led us over those great ocean 
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wastes? There are no landmarks there, and only 
God-given intelligence could have computed the 
path for an airplane, a speck in that vastness, to 
find its way unerringly to a tiny island far out in 
that immense space. 

God's right hand did hold us. How else could 
one explain a heavy machine, plus the weight of 
twenty or thirty adults, being held up in the air— 
and transported through that air at a great rate of 
speed? Whose hand but God’s could hold us all 
safely up in the air, against the law of gravity? 
Who else, in all the universe, had the wisdom 
and the power and the love to guide us and up- 
hold us? Who else, except an all-knowing, every- 
where-equally-present power, could do such an 
apparently impossible thing ? 

Oh, I know there are people who understand 
navigation and aerodynamics, but it is still a 
miracle. Their very understanding, their ability 
to understand, the complex secrets of nature, is 
in itself a miracle. I marvel at the intelligence 
that is capable of understanding these things. 
However, I know that this intelligence is of God, 
and conforms to God’s laws. Therefore, it is 
God’s good things that are being expressed 
through men’s minds, and it is God’s laws that 
sustain us in their use. This, to me, is the meaning 
of the scriptural statement that God’s hand shall 
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lead me, and His right hand shall hold me. 

This scripture goes even farther, however, and 
means much more. It says “even there” shall God 
lead me and hold me. “Even there” means wher- 
ever in the world we may be (and even in outer 
space, when we get around to putting ourselves 
out there). It means that we always have God’s 
guidance and support with us. It means that God's 
wisdom and love and power are always, every- 
where present. It does not matter where we are, 
at home, in the middle of a desert, on top of a 
mountain, or at the bottom of the sea, God is 
there; God is with us. God is in and through and 
around and above and below us, forever. 

The Psalmist knew this, for he wrote: 
“Whither shall I go from thy Spirit? 

Or whither shall I flee from thy presence? 

If I ascend up into heaven, thou art there: 

If I make my bed in Sheol, behold, thou art 
there.” 

Paul knew this, for he wrote: “I am persuaded, 
that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities, nor things present, nor things to come, 
nor powers, nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 

It is because of God’s great love for us, for 
each one of us, that we can aspire to His intelli- 
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gence and His power to fill our every need, and to 
attain our heart’s desires. When we realize this, 
we cease to be mere men and begin to become the 
God-men that it is our ultimate destiny to become. 

One comes pretty close to feeling like a God- 
man when flying high in the air. One sunny after- 
noon I flew across the Austrian and the Swiss 
Alps and looked down on snowcapped mountain 
peaks and tiny villages. One cold, clear night | 
flew across the Atlantic Ocean and seemed to be 
on a level with the shooting stars. One dawn I 
flew from Bombay into the interior of India to 
see the lovely Taj Mahal. Recently, I flew by jet 
from Chicago to Los Angeles over our great 
country’s plains and mountains at nearly six hun- 
dred miles an hour. 

These miracles are now everyday occurrences. 
But they are made possible by the greatest miracle 
of all, God’s love for each one of us. 

David felt God’s love for man when he sang: 
“O Jehovah, our Lord... 

When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy 
fingers, 

The moon and the stars, which thou hast or- 
dained;

We 
pray for an immediate awareness of any negative 
thoughts that may seek to creep into our mind so 
that we may cast them out. We pray for an aware- 
ness of God so that we may be able to think God- 
like thoughts—thoughts filled with understand- 
ing, wisdom, love, compassion, strength, and joy.
